THE INDIAN FRONTIER ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICE RULES 
S . R . O . 1782 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
300 of the Constitution , the President hereby makes the following rules , namely . 

1. Title . — These rules may be called THE INDIAN FRONTIER ADMINIS , 
TRATIVE SERVICE RULES , 1956 . They shall come into force with effect from 
the 1st August 1958 . 
2 . Definitions. In these rules , unless the context otherwise requires : 
( a ) " member of the Service " means a member of the Indian Frontier 

Administrative Service ; 
(b ) " Schedule " means a Schedule appended to these rules ; 
( C ) " Service " means the Indian Frontier Administrative Servire; 
( d ) " Special Selection Board " means the Board appointed in accordance 

with rule 11 ; 
( e ) " tribal areas" means the areas specified in Part B of the table below 

paragraph 20 of the Sixth Schedule to the Constitution of India ; 
( f) “ tribal candidate means a person belonging to one of the Scheduled 

Tribes specified in Schedule IV . 
3 . Constitution of the Service . - ( 1 ) There shall be constituted a Service to 
be known as the Indian Frontier Administrative Service and recruitment and 
conditions of service of persons appointed thereto shall be regulated in the 
manner provided in these rules. 
( 2 ) The Service shall consist of : 
( a ) all Political Officers and Assistant Political Omcers ( I ) who were 

selected by the Special Selection Board in December, 1953, and 
January 1954 , and are declared to have satisfactorily completed 
their probation and have elected to become permanent members of 

the Service; and 
( b ) persons who are recruited to the Service in accordance with the pro 

visions of these rules . 
4 . Schedule of Cadre Posts . ( 1 ) The number and nature of the posts borne 
on the cadre of the Service shall be as set out in Schedule I. 

( 2 ) The Central Government may , from time to time, amend the said 
Schedule . 

( 3 ) The said Schedule shall be reviewed and, if necessary, revised at inter 
vals of three years , 
5 . Çadre. — The Service will be organised in the following grades, namely : 

Grade I — Political Officers and Officers of equivalent or higher rank . 

Grade II — Assistant Political Officers ( I ) and Officers of equivalent rank , 
6 . Authorised Strength . - - ( 1 ) The authorised permanent strength of the Ser 
vice and its distribution between the two grades shall be determined by the 
Central Government after making due allowance for leave reserve . Members 
of the Service may also be utilised from time to time for manning posts outside 
the cadre , such as those enumerated in Schedule II . In calculating the authoris 
ed strength , due allowance shall be made for a deputation reserve for this pur 
pose . 


( 2 ) The authorised permanent strength of the Service shall be reviewed , and, 
if necessary , revised at intervals of three years . 

7. Appoiniment to the Service - Appointment against the authorised strength 
of the Service shall be made by the Central Government. 

8 . Filling of Cadre Posts. Al cadre posts shall ordinarily be filled by 
appointment thereto of members of the Service Provided that the Central 
Government may , if it is considered necessary in the public interest, 
( a ) keep any cadre post or posts vacant for such time as it considers 

necessary , or 
(b ) temporarily fill a cadre post by the appointment of a person who is 

not a member of the Service .

9 . Posting8. - AN postings of members of the Service to cadre posts shall be 
made by the Central Government: Provided that the Central Government may , 
by general or special order, and to the extent specified in that order , delegate 
to the Governor of Assam or to any other officer specified therein the power to 
make such postings. 

10 . Method of Recruitment to the Service , 
I. Initial Constitution. 
( 1 ) Vacancies to be filled by direot recruitmont . 

( a ) For the initial constitution of the Service, recruitment shall be made by 
the Central Government on the advice of the Special Selection Board , 
(b ) The selection shall be made from , 
(i ) officers of the Indian Administrative Service, the Indian Foreign 

Service or the Indian Police Service ; 
( ii ) Oficers who hold or have held permanent short service , temporary or 

emergency commissions in the Defence Forces ; and 
( iii) Other persons whose applications are forwarded by the Central 

Government, State Governments , North East Frontier Agency 

Administration and the Universities . 
( 2 ) Vacancies to be filled by promotion . 

To the extent suitable candidates are available, as nearly as possible twenty 
per cent, of the total authorised strength of the cadre ( excluding deputation and 
leave reserves ) slıall be filled by promoi.oi oi oiiicers belonging to the local 
services of the North East Frontier Agency and the States of Manipur and 
Tripura on the advice of the Special Selection Board . 


II . Maintenance. 
( 1 ) For the purpose of maintenance of the Service, all vacancies arising 

in Grade I shall be filled by promotion from Grade II on the advice 

of the Special Selection Board 
(2 ) All vacancies arising in Grade II by such promotions or otherwise 

shall be filled partly by direct recruitment from the sources specified 
in sub - clause 1 ( b ) of Clause I of this rule and partly by promotion 
of officers belonging to the local Services of the North East Frontier 

Agency and the States of Manipur and Tripura : 
Provided that subject to suitable candidates being available , as nearly as 
possible one half of the maintenance vacancies occurring in Grade II during the 
Arst five years of the commencement of these rules shall be filled by promotion : 

Provided further that subject to suitable tribal candidates being available as 
nearly as possible one half of the vacancies in Grade II Alled by direct recruit 
ment during the first ten ycars of the commencement of these rules and during 
each period of five years thereafter shall be filled by the appointment of tribal 
candidates. 

11 . Composition of the Special Selection Board , - The Special Selection Board 
shall be constituted by the Central Government and shall consist of : - - 
(i) a representative of _ the Ministry of External Affairs who shall be the 

Chairman of the Board ; 
(ii) the Adviser to the Governor of Assam ; 
(iii ) a representative of the Ministry of Home Affairs ; 
(iv ) a representative of the Ministry of Defence ; 

(v ) one or more anthropologists or experts in tribal affairs . 
12. Probation . Every person directly recruited to the Service shall be on pro 
bation for one year : 


Provided that the Central Government may , if it thinks fit, reduce or extend 
the period of probation in individual cases , 

13 . Departmental Examinations. — Members of the Service may be required to 
pass , within a specified period of their appointment, such Departmental Examina 
tions as may be prescribed by the Central Government, failing which their annual 
Increments in the time- scale of pay or promotion may be withheld till such time 
as they pass the prescribed examinations but the withholding of such increments 
shall have no cumulative effect. 
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14 . Pay -- (1) The time-scale of pay admissible to members of the Service will 
be as follows : 
Grade II - Rs. 350 - 400 _ 450 _ - 450 - 500 — 540 — 30 – 600 /EB - 30 870 40 — 950 

( 19 years ) . 
Grade 1– Rs. 800 — (6th year or under ) 50 – 1,000 — 60 - 1,300 — 50 – 1,490 

( 25 years ) . 
( ii) The initial pay of a member of the Service shall be fixed in accordance 
with the provisions of Schedule III. 

( iii ) The pay of a member of the Service appointed to a post outside the cadpe 
shall be determined in the same manner as that of an officer of the Indian Admi. 
nistrative Service or Indian Foreign Service if he werel appointed to the same 
post . 

( iv ) Members of the Service shall be entitled to special pay which shall be 
regulated by specific orders of the Central Government in force from time to 
time. Such pay will be deemed to be pay under Fundamental Rule 9 ( 21 ) add 
as special pay for purposes of Fundamental Rule 9 (25 ) , but will not be treated as 
" Duty Allowance " for purposes of pension under Civil Service Regulations. 


15. Seniority . - - The seniority of members of the Service inter se shall be deter 
mined by the Central Government on the advice of the Special Selection Board 
and after taking into consideration the age, experience , seniority in the parent 
service, if any , and other relevant factors . 


16 . Leave. - ( 1 ) Subject to the other provisions of this rule , members of 
the Service shall be governed by the Revised Leave Rules , 1933, as from time to 
time amended , 

( 2 ) In rspect of the period spent in service in any of the tribal areas, a mem 
ber of the Service will be granted an additional credit of 50 per cent of the 
earned leave otherwise admissible to him in respect of such service. 

( 3 ) A member of the Service may carry forward any leave accumulated by 
him in Government service, including service under a State Government, prior 
to the date of his joining the Service provided that in the case of Defencei Ser 
vices personnel, no leave of any kind will be carried forward . 

( 4 ) Including the leave carried forward under Sub - rule ( 3 ) , the total earned 
leave at the credit of a member of the Service shall not exceed 180 days; for 
other kinds of leave , the limits laid down in the Revised Leave Rules , 1933, as 
amended from time to time, shall apply . 

17. Travel Concession . - - ( 1 ) Subject to the other provisions of this rule , 
members of the Service shall be governed by the rules and orders from time 
to time applicable to the Central Services, Class I, in respect of travel conces 
sions. 
( 2 ) While proceeding on leave and on return from leave 
(i ) the journey of a member of the Service from any place in the tribel 

areas to the nearest rail or motor head or air base or vice versa will 

be treated as duty ; 
( ü ) the family of a member of the Service will be entitled to free trans 

port according to the scale to be prescribed by the Central Govern 
ment from any place in the tribal areas to the nearest rail or motor 
head or civil air base or vice versa . " Family " means wife and legi 
timate children or step children residing with and wholly depend 

ent on the officer, 
The concessions mentioned in clauses (i ) and ( ii ) above will be admissible once 
only for onward and return journey in respect of every twelve months of service 
in the tribal areas. These concessions are liable to be modified or withdrawn 
by the Central Government at any time should the conditions so warrant, and 
will, in any case , be subject to review on the expiry of a period of five years 
from the date of commencement of these rules . 

18 . Discipline and Appeal.- Members of the Service will, in respect of dis 
cipline and right of appeal, be governed by the Central Civil Services (Classi 
Acation , Control and Appeal) Rules as for the time being applicable to Govern 
ment servants belonging to Central Services, Class I. 
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10. Conduct . - Members of the Service will be subject to the Government 
Servants Conduct Rules as from time to time applicable to Central Government 
Seryants . 

20. Pension . Subject to such modifications as may hereafter be prescribed by 
the Central Government, the terms of pension and other retiring benefits admis 
sible to members of the Service shall be the same as for the members of the 
Indian Administrative Service . 

21. Other Conditions of Service . - - In regard to other conditions of service for 
which no provision is made in these rules, a member of the Service shall be 
governed by the rules applicable to Central Services , Class I. 

22 . Controlling Authority . - The Ministry of External Affairs shall be the 
Controlling Authority in relation to the Service . 

23 . Interpretation . If any question arises relating to the Interpretation of 
these rules , it shall be referred to the Central Government whose decision shall 
bo final.

(i ) Officers of the I. A . S . and IF . S . appointed to Grade I of the Service shall 
draw pay in the time-scale of Grade I at the same stage at which they were 
drawing their time- scale pay before appointment to the Service . 

( ii) Officers drawn from the I. P . S . and from Central Services Class I ( in 
cluding the Central Secretariat Service ) , to which recruitment is ordinarily made 
through competitive examinations, and appointed to Grade I of the Service shall 
draw pay in the time-scale of Grade I at the stage next above the time- scale 
pay which they were drawing in their parent service. 

Officers drawn from other Class I Services or Class II Services or other lower 
Services and appointed to Grade I of the Service shall draw pay in the time-scale 
of Grade I at a stage to be determined by the Central Government on the merits 
of each case , 


( iii ) Officers of the I. A . S . or I, F . S . appointed to Grade II of the Service shall 
draw pay in the time- scale of Grade II to which they were entitled in the junior 
scale of the parent service . If an I. A . S . or I. F . S . Officer , officiating in the senior 
scale , is appointed to Grade II of the Service , his initial pay in the Service shall 
be fixed under clause (iv ) below . 
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( iv ) Officers drawn from I. P . S . and from Central Services, Class I ( including 
the Central Secretariat Service ) , to which recruitment is ordinarily made through 
competitive examinations, and appointed to Grade II of the Service shall draw 
pay at the stage next above the time- scale pay drawn by them in their parent 
service : 

Provided that officers drawing pay in the senior time- scale in their parent 
service shall, on appointment to Grade II of the Service, draw pay at a stage in 
the time- scale of Grade II equal to his pay in the time- scale of parent service , 
or if there is no such stage, at the stage next below plus personal pay equal to 
the difference , to be absorbed in future increases in pay other than special pay . 


Officers drawn from other Class I Services, Class II Services and other equiva 
lent or lower Services shall draw pay in the time- scale of Grade II at a stage 
determined by the Central Government on the merits of each case. 

( v ) Officers drawn from the Universities, etc ., shall, as in the case of officers 
appointed to the Indian Administrative Service under the Emergency Recruit 
ment Scheme, from the open market, be given an initial pay in the time - scale 
of the Service at a stage to which they would have been entitled if they had 
entered service at the age of 27 — subject to a maximum of Rs. 660 in Grade II 
and Rs. 1 ,000 in Grade I. In addition to the basic pay thus fixed , some of the 
officers could be allowed a personal pay to be absorbed in future increases in 
their pay other than special pay, on the recommendation of the Special Selection 
Board , taking into account their age , experience , qualification , and emolumento 
drawn at the time of cntry into the Service . 

The pay of such officers who are initially appointed to Grade II shall , on their 
prorrotion to Grade I, be Axed at the stage in Grade I scale corresponding to 
the pay in Grade II scale as indicated in the table above : 

Provided that in the case of an officer who is promoted before the comple 
tion of six ycars, calculated from the year of seniority fixed under Rule 15 , hii 
pay in Grade I shall be fixed at the minimum of Grade I scale . On completion 
of six years , his pay shall be refixed at the stage in Grade I corresponding to 
the pay in Grade II to which he would have been entitled on that date but for 
his promotion to Grade I : 

Provided further that the pay so fixed shall not exceed the pay to which he 
would have been cntitled if he had been initially appointed to Grade I of the 
Service. 

The date of increment in Grade I will be the same as it would have been 
had he continued in Grade II. 

( vi) Officers drawn from the Defence Services shall be allowed to draw ini 
tial pay at a stage ( in Grade II or Grade I as the case may be ) to which they 
would have been entitled had they entered the Service from the date they re 
ceived their Commission in the Defence Services or the first January following 
their 23rd birthday , whichever is later . In the case of officers who had put in 
some non - commissioned service before they received their Commission in the 
Defence Services, half the period of such non - commissioned service rendered 
from the 23rd birthday subject to a maximum of five years will be treated as 
Commissioned Service . The difference between the initial pay so fixed and the 
actual pay drawn in the Defence Services will be treated as personal pay to be 
absorbed in future increases of pay other than special pay . Additional pay in 
the form of special pay or qualification pay will also be treated as personal pay 
to be absorbed in future increases in pay other than special pay . 

( vii) An officer of any Central Service or State Service initially appointed 
to Grade II of the Service shall, on promotion to Grade I of the Service, draw 
pay in the time- scale of Grade I at the stage corresponding to the pay drawn 
by him in Grade II : 


Provided that it shall not exceed the pay to which he would have been en 
titled if he had been initially appointed to Grade I of the Service and his pay 
fixed under clause ( li) above: 


Provided further that his pay shall not exceed the pay he would have drawn 
on appointment to Grade II of the Service on the same date on which he way 
appointed to his parent service , if any, under the Central or a State Government. 

The date of inorement in Grade I will be the same as it would have been 
had he continued in Grade II.

The grade designation mark shall consist of a 
label bearing a design ( consisting of an outline map of India with the word 
" AGMARK " and the Agure of rising sun with the words " Produce of India " ) 
resembling that set out in Schedule 1 specifying the grade designation . 


6 . Method of marking .-- ( 1) The grade designation mark shall be securely 
applied to each container in a manner approved by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser to the Government of India . In addition to the grade designation mark , 
each container shall be marked with such particulars and in such manner as may 
be specifed by the aforesaid officer from time to time, 


( 2 ) An authorised packer may after obtaining the previous approval of the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of India , mark his private 
trade mark on a container in a manner approved by the said officer ; provided 
that the private trade mark does not represent a quality or grade of curry 
powder different from that indicated by the grade designation mark affixed on 
the container in accordance with these rules . 


7 . Method of packing, - ( 1 ) Only new and clean tins, bottles or paper cartons 
properly lined with some suitable material , shall be used for packing curry powder 
and these shall be securely closed and sealed in a manner approved by the Agri 
cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of India . 


( 2 ) When more than one package is put in a large container , all the packages 
shall bear Agmark labels and outer container shall also bear an Agmark label, 


8 . Special conditions of certificate of authorisation , In addition to the condi. 
tions specified in rule 4 of the General Grading and Marking Rules , 1937, the 
conditions set out in Schedule II shall be the conditions of every certificate of 
authorisation lesued for the purposes of these rules .

S .R . O . 1808 . - In January , 1956, the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Transport in exercise of the power conferred by rules 3 and 4 of the Control of 
Shipping (Rates ) Rules , 1949, set up a Shipping Rates Advisory Board consisting 
of Shri N . S . Lokur, Chairman , Railway Rates Tribunal and Rail - Sea Coordination 
Committee to examine and report on the proposal of the Bombay Steam Naviga 
tion Company ( 1953) Ltd ., Bombay to increase the passenger fares in the Konkan 
trade taking into account the various considerations relating to their increased 
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operational costs , the need to build up reserves or meet additional depreciation , 
cost of replacement of their overaged vessels, loss of revenue on account of 
suspension of their Panjim service etc ., and also the representations from the 
various passengers associations like the Konkan Deck Passengers Association etc .. . 
for a reduction in the existing level of fares , 


2 . The Board made a careful study of all relevant data and held discussions , 
with several Passengers Associations and representatives of other public bodies : 
and also the Bombay Steam Navigation Co . ( 1953 ) Lid ., Bombay and has submitted 
its report. The Board has recommended an increase of 10 percent. in the 
passenger fares on the Konkan trade on the grounds ( i ) of increase in the 
operating costs such as cost of fuel, repairs and survey etc ., and ( ii) of loss of - 
earnings due to the suspension of the Panjim traffic . The Board has estimated the 
fall in the Company s earnings on these grounds at about Rs. 6 lakhs and the 
increase of 10 per cent. in the passenger fares recommended is expected to restore . 
the working of the Bombay Steam Navigation Co . ( 1953 ) Ltd ., to the position it 
occupied prior to the one caused by the emergency and cover also the further 
increases in the direct and indirect costs of operating such services . 


3 . The Government of India have considered the recommendation of the 
Shipping Rates Advisory Board and have come to the conclusion that the Board s 
recommendation for an increase by 10 per cent, in the passenger rates would be 
fair to the travelling public having regard to the fact that the passenger fares in 
other comparable trades such as the Calcutta - Rangoon , Madras- Rangoon , and 
Madras -Singapore services have been increased by 15 per cent. to 20 per cent, since 
1950 . The Government of India , therefore, accept the Board s recommendation 
on the clear understanding that the position will be reviewed de novo if and when 
the Panjim service is resumed by the Bombay Steam Navigation Co . ( 1953 ) Ltd ., 
Bombay . The increased rates shall come into force from 1st September 1956 .

(li) The notice shall state the place , the date and the time of the meeting and 
shall specify the business proposed to be transacted thereat. 

(iii ) No business which is not on the agenda, shall be considered at the meeting 
without the permission of the Chairman . 

4 . Procedure for bringing matters before committee . - Any member wishing 
to bring any matter before the committee shall send his proposal to the Secretary 
who shall submit it to the Chairman for orders. The Chairman shall refer the 
proposal to the Committee but in any special case in which he considers reference 
of the proposal to the committee inexpedient or undesirable , he may, for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, refuse to do so . 

5 . Quorum - - Three members shall form a quorum for a meeting,
